This 
can oftda be brought about by persausion; if not, 
a threat of criminal prosecution may suftice Act- 


nal arrest is the final resort, for the aim is to settle 


the trouble without exposure if possible. The 
counsel, Douglas Levein, is daily to be seen in the 
police courts obtaining warrants, ‘and occasionally 
arraigning a prisoner; but in the main his busingss 
is done secretly, and many of the marriages which 
he brings about are not known even tothe acquain- 
tances of the concerned persous as being any way 
unusual. Not onlyis this an immensely successful 
matrimonial bureau, but it charges no fees. How- 
ever, the couples there united may be supposed 
pay pretty dearlyin interrupted happiness, if 
in the permanent loss of it.

George |V was a scamp and a debauchee, and 
William LV was no better. Victoria came to the 
throne a poor, little dumpy, deformed prin- 
cess of eighteen, only 4’, feet high and reel 
footed. She was deeply in love with the 
young Earl of Elphinestone, and from this 
unfortunate passion dates all her troubles. 

The earl was aflianced to Lady Flora Hast- 
ings, and marriage with a subject was impos- 
sible for the queen, but still she would not 
listen to reason. The earl was sent away to 
India, a high office was given to him, but the 
queen persecuted Lady Flora until she died. 
The scandals that killed her were clearly 
traced to the court and the words that would 
have cleared away the cloud that rested on 
her good name the queen would never speak. 

Acjoining the park of Windsor castle is an 
estate belonging to the Hastings family. On 
an elevated spot overlooking these historic 
grounds isthe marble monument of Lady 
Fiora Hastings.

Assoon as his son William was 
born he appointed him bishop of Osnabruck, 
and pocketed the income of the bishopric un- 
til William became of age. Victoria inherits 
his miserly propensities. Of the vast amount 
ofinoney voted every year to sustain her 
court, she can touch only $300,000 herself. 
Ali the rest is voted item by item every year 
by parliament. 
should not disburse it or have any -cohtrol. 
She would have kept it all. 

She is now old and can have no pleasant 
recollections. She lost her husband twenty 
years ago. He was really her only triend. 
The people of England respected her as the 
head of their government, as the representa- 
tive of their old, time-honored monarchy. If 
she had but few positive virtues, she had no 
flagrant vices. Ludy Flora was a mournful 
memory, and something must be allowed for 
the jealousy of a plain and deformed woman 
towards youth and matchless beauty.

In Rome, all culprits who were slaves were 
crucified, as were also traitors and insurgents, 
The “an ificcharge which made Pilate order 
Jesus Christ to be crucified was the accusa- 
tion of insurrectioh made against him, and 
Pilate hoped that, by killing the Jewish 
Messiah in the mest ignominious manner, he 
would thereby obliterate the most dangerous 
Jewish doctrine.

THE PRICE OF MELONS IN MARKET. 

There is no way by which wecan get a close esti- 
mate of the price at which these melons were soid. 
In general terms those sold in the Georgia markets 
paid best, the freights being lower. The eastern 
markets were better than the western. 

Messrs. A. McD. Wilson furnish us a detailed 
comparison of their sales for this year and last:

From the above, which may be accepted -as an 
average of the Georgia niarket, it will be seen that 
162 cars netted (freight and ten percent commission 
off) $76.19 a car, against 70 cars; whico netted $86.07 
last year. The estimated cost of cultivating an acre 
andahalf, on which a carload of melons was 
grown, is $\4, and the cost of gathering and loading 
$15, or $29 total cost. This leaves $4) as the average 
net profit on an acre and a halfof melons marketed 
inside the state lines—provided Mr. Wilson's aver 
age may b2 taken as the average of Georgia sales. 
Mr. Wilson had two cars last year that did not pay 
freight and four cars this year. 

The firstshipload of melons to the east brought 
from $350 to $500 a thousand, but the price fell after 
the first two weeks to from $180 to $300. About five 
times as many melons were sent east from Georgia 
in 1883 as were sent in 1582. 

In west the market was in 
opening because of the unusually cold 
weaiher. The highest price reached in the west 
was $465 acar, but this pitch was not maintained. 
The price fortwo or three weeks ranged between 
$160 and $300 a car, the freights averaging $50 to $100 
acur. There was then a further fall to from $110 to 
$225 a car, in which range prices moved for perhaps 
ten days. Then came the glut and prices dropped 
to from $70 to $150 acar. Afterthis the heavy ship- 
ments ceased and prices rallied to $135 'o $.50,which 
range was held until last week, when the Georgia 
shipments c ased and the Indiana and Maryland, 
melons took the western market. 

A great deal has been said about the number of 
cars that failed to pay freight. Mr. W.F. Sams,who 
has the figures at haud for his statement, says that 
out of 4,000 cars shipped, there were about 400 vhat 
failed to pay freight. The contents of these cars were 
sold by the railroad company, which pocketed the 
loss. The loss, he says was very smalil—very few 
ears failing to bring as much as75 per cent of the 
freight charges. In very few cases was any shipper 
called on to pay freighton melons. In no case did 
the reads demand that freight be guaranteed. If 
the market was not bringing freight, the merchant 
to whom the melons were consigned refused to take 
the cars, and the railroad sold the stuff for what it 
would bring, the road losing what they lacked of 
paying freight. f 

THE PROFITS AND RECEIPTS OF FARMING. 

The truck crop of Georgia has brought into the 
state in net receipts after freizhtand seommissions 
have been paid, not leas than $250,000 in cash. This 
isa surplus, for the crops necessary to produce it 
‘have not diminished the cotton or grain crop by 
one bale.

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THE WORK OF THE RAILROADS. 

- Little fault ean be found with the railroads. In 
spite Of the fact that they refused to believe fully 
what the crop would be, they arranged to carry it 
forward promptly. There was but ene stoppage on 
the road and that lasted on!y a few days, and lost, 
perhaps, 100 cars of melons. This was caused by 
so simple a matter as the lack of trucks. There was 
some lack of cars to move melons to the 
sea board, and hardly steamer room to carry them. 

One unwise thing done by the Louisville and 
Nashville and Nashville and Chattanooga roads 
was the extra charges for extra weight. If $80 was 
the charge for a car, this was @stimated at 20,000 
pounds. Where a car was loaded so ‘as to weigh 
more than this, the extra weight was 
charged for by the  hnndred pounds. 
In this’ way from $5to $15 was frequently 
added tothe chargeonacar. This policy is inju- 
dicious. 

THE VEGETABLE PATCHES AND THEIR OUTCOME, 

The result of the season in vegetables has been 
about the sameas in melons. There has been a 
failure, more or less general, in Irish potatoes, but 
ether vegetables have paid well. e published 
returns éarly in the season, showing the profits of 
the best growers in Lowndes and Brooks, to be in 
cabbage, from $60 to $ 25 per acre; tomatoes, $45 to 
$100; potatoes, $40 to $60; cucumbers, $60 to $200, 
The average was below these figures, but with the 
same care exercised in the selection of the land, 
the cultivation of the crop, and picking, and ship- 
ping, the average of every acre given, in vegeta- 
bles, could have been brought to this figure. 

The great need for the vegetable growers is a sys- 
tem of quick shipments. A carload of melons is 
rushed through on passenger schedule. A few 
crates of tomatoes, thrown into a freight car, may 
be delayedaweck A train of two or three Cars 
should be started from Savannah on advertised 
days andstop at each station for.whatever crates 
or barrels may be ready. AS soon as the cars are 
filled they should be hurried on to market by the 
fastest schedule. If the growers were put on no- 
tice that truck trains would pass 'he stations twice a 
week, or oftener, they would fill four or five cars on 
each schedule. In the north aad west berry trains 
are ru'n this way onall the roads, and the business 
has developed marvellously, 

-vond this two or three large packing and can- 
ning h uses are needed to use the surplus tomatoes, 
cucumbers; onions, ete., ‘hat is raised, The sur- 
plus truck, thus put into durable shape, could be 
sold profitably dnvring the winter in Georgia aud 
the surrounding states. 

THE OUTLOOK "FOR NEXT YEAR, 

The melon acreage in Georgia will be larger next 
year than this, and the shipments will be larger.

The Noted Bandit Gives in Hia Testimony—His Cercer 
For the Last Ten Vears. 

St. Lovis, Septemberl.—Specials from Gallatin, 
Mo., giving the following account of the testimony 
of Frank James, defendant in the _James trial. 
of fifteen minutes the defendant 
took the stand. .-He showed not the least trepida 
tion, but looking the jury in the face gave, in a 
clear, distinct voice, his testimony, which was suwb- 
stantially as follows: Iam the, defendant in this 
case. In the winter of 1876 I went from Missouri 
into Tennessee. I came to Nashville in July, rent- 
ej a farm in the White Creek neighborhood. In 
1880 I was logging for the Indian lumber 
company. I was hard at work. My health 
becoming impaired, I moved into Nashville to go 
into other business, I first met Jessea vear after 
1 went to Nashville. lt was in a store. He step- 
ped up and spoke but called nonames. Hesaid he 
was living in Tennessee, and buying grain. I saw 
Bill Ryan in ’79. 1 did notsee Dick Liddell, Ryan 
aud Jesse together very often. I left Nashville 
firstly,,to look for a livelihood for my family; sec- 
ondly, to getaway from these parties. We went to 
George Hite’s relation in Kentucky. Regarding 
officers appearances. Near Hite’s three men ap- 
proached and Jesse said they are after us. 
i gaid, “No, they ¢an’t be after us,’’ 
when Dick Liddell <_ said, ‘Jesse and 
I borrowed a couple of horses 
at Nashville, and they are atter us. The officers 
passed, and did not come back. Wood Hite follow- 
ed them. a short distance. -It was said there was a 
strong resemblance between Wood Hite and myse'f. 
We went from Hite’s to Logan county, Kentucky, 
and Jesse and Dick Litth went away. 1 don’t 
know where. No arrangement was made between 
them and me to rob the express at Kansas City. On 
the contrary, I tried to dissuade them from going to 
Missouri, as it was uusafe. Il advised Dick to go to 
work. Between the 10th and 15th of May, 1881, I went 
to Louisville. and thence to Clay county, Texas. 

I weut to Mrs. Palmer's in June, and stayed five 
orsix weeks. I wentfror. there inio the Indian 
nation, a distance of i20-miles. I returned to Mrs: 
Palmer’s when heardof the Wivuston robbery 
While away onthat trip I heard of the Blue Cut 
robbery. When I left Tennessee I instructed my 
wife tosee General Shelby,and seeif anything could 
be done for me, as I wanted to surrender if I could 
have afair and impartial trial, I told he: thatif 
nothing could be done to go her brothers in Caii- 
fornia, which she did. in ‘texas my health was 
bad. From there 1 returned to Tennessee. I met 
my wifein Keutucky, and we traveled throu.h 
Tennessee, Virginia aud North Carolina, looking 
for a secluded place of residence, and _ fina!ly re- 
turned to Lynchburg, Va, in April I heard of 
Jesse’s asSassination. I saw the interview 
with Governor Crittenden, in which he stated 
when the question was asked, what xubout Frank 
James’? that as-none of Frank’s friends had ever 
said anything to him about it, he would not say 
what he would do. This gave me hope that I 
might be permitted to give myself up and have a 
fair trial, I had nothing to do with shipping arms 
into Missouri, and was not in the state from the 
tine that I went to Tennes ee, in 1S76,to when I 
passed through from ‘Texas, in 18581, 

CROSS EXAMINED. 

Upon cross-examinatiou, Frank James said he 
wen to Tennessee in a wagon, Jessie and lseperated 
im southeast Missouri. I don’t know where he went 
then. I have known Liddele for several years. I 
remember having had aninterview with Frank 
©’ Neil. dou’t remember whether I made the 
Siatement ascribed. If so,it was a statementtoa 
newspaper; but néw lam siating facts underoath. 
When asked- to describe the route from 
Dennison, léxas, tothe house of bis sister, Mrs. 
Palmer, the defendant could not give it minutely, 
nor the pames of the parties with him. He stated 
that while in Clay county, Texas, he got acquainted 
with a cowboy named Haiues, employed by J. 
Stone & Co. The defense then rested the case and 
the court adjourned. The state willintroduce wit- 
nesses in rebuttal to-day, after which will come the 
instruction to the jury, andon Monday argument 
will commence. 

The state called witnesses in rebuttal to-day. 
S. T. Brossetts, attorney, and the, wituess for the de- 
fense was recalled, and numerous witness+ss" were 
then introduced, who impeached the testimony. 
Mrs. Sarah Hite testified that there was no physical 
resemblance between Wood Hite and Frank James.

Augusta After Lower Rates 

Augusta Chronicle: A prominent young produce 
merehant of Augusta informed the Chronicle, 
terday, that the freight committee Augus ta busl- 
ness men would probably have something im por- 
tant to consider in ashort time. It will be remem- 
bered that the southern freightcommittee, in Bal- 
timore, in conference with Augusta’s local com- 
mittee, last April, gave assurance

that the differ- 
ences between Augusta freight rates and coastwise 
freight rates from the west should -remain-practi- 
cally the same, I seems that during 
past thirty the rate from Ohio 
points has been reduced four cents 
one hundred pounds on grain to the 
‘coast, and 2 cents to Atlanta, leaving our rate sub 
stantially unchanged. At thetimeof thespringad- 
justment the cOast rates were but 4 cents lower than 
Augusta; now this reduction would seem to make 
these coast tariffs 8 cents lower than ours, and At- 
lanta’s rate falls cont below ours. The rate on 
meats has also been reduced, although the exact 
figures do not appear as yet.
